Your application will not 
be approved unless your 


# doctor is sending you to the 


hospital within 30 days for 
acute illness, major injury 
or eye surgery. 


Can a person get two kinds 
of assistance? | am getting 
aid to the permanently and 
totally disabled and I'll be 
65 next month. Can | get an 
old age pension? 


You cannot get two types 
of aid, but you are supposed 
to be transferred from aid to 
the permanently and totally 
disabled to the old age pen- 
sion program when you are 
65. It will be well for you to 
call your age to the attention 
of the Department now. Your 
old age check probably will 
be higher and also you will 
be eligible for certain medi- 
cal benefits provided pen- 
Sioners but not disabled 
recipients. 


| am 66 and blind. Would 
| be better off to apply for 
aid to the blind or an old 
age pension? 


It depends on your cir 
cumstances. If you have 
eamed income, most of it is 
not counted in figuring need 
for aid to the blind. On the 
if you are not 
working, you might benefit 
more from the old age pen- 
sion program. The Departt- 
ment will figure it both ways 
and if you are eligible for 
either program, you can re- 
ceive aid under the one most 
advantageous to you. 


Can | get an old age pen- 
sion if my son claims me as 
an income tax deduction? He 
gives me $20 a month and | 
get $33 Social Security? 


The law says to claim a 
parent aS an income tax 
deduction, you must meet at 
least half his or her needs, 
The Department of Pensions 
and Security considers that 
your son meets half your 
needs if he claims you. How 
ever, if the $33 and any 
other income you have is not 
enough for the rest of your 
needs, and you meet other 
requirements, you may qua- 
lify for a small pension. 


Can a mother get a bigger 
welfare check every time she 


@has another baby? 


The maximum payment of 


aid to dependent children 
ranges from $32 for one 
child to $124 for a family, 
regardless of the number of 
children, However, the 
average payment is between 
$11 and $12 per recipient in 
Alabama, If a family’s needs 
are increased by a new baby, 
there may be some increase 
in the payment provided it 
already was below the maxi- 
mum, 


Can the 
Pensions and Security help 
me with my 14-year-old son? 
He won't go to school requ- 
larly and he stays out too 
late at night. 


Yes, the Department will 
be glad to discuss this mat- 
ter with you and your son, 
and see what help is needed, 


How long does a couple 
have to wait if they apply to 
adopt a baby? 


No set time. After their 
home is approved, the wait 
depends on how soon there 
is a child whose needs will 
be served best by their home, 
Sometimes there are delays 


before approval, because of

James 
E, Folsom, hospitalized in 
Cullman since August 9, 
was transferred toUniver- 
sity Hospital in Bir- 
mingham Monday after- 
noon, a Cullman Hospital 
authority said. 

‘We have been instruct- 
ed to issue no statement 
regarding his condition and 
he is to have no visitors,” 
the University information 
desk said. 

The announcement 
quoted Folsom’s physician 
as saying the former gov- 
ernor ‘“‘is fine. We are 
transferring him for con- 
sultation and observation,’’ 

Folsom sald; ‘‘My ad- 
ministration built a $4 mil- 
lion experimental center in 
Birmingham and since [ 
have needed a checkup for 
20 years I am going to 
have it there,’ 

The transfer was made 
by automobile, 

Folsom, 55, twice gov- 
ernor of Alabama, was hos- 
pitalized after suffering 
what medical authorities 
termed ‘‘a sudden attack 
of gastro-enteritis” ~ in- 
flammation of the lining 
of the stomach and intes- 
tines,
